INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Apart  from  a  number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  during  the 
summer  months,  no  epidemic  of  the  more  common  Infectious  Diseases  occurred. 
The  major iry  of  the  cases  of  Dysentery  became  infected  through  their 
attendance  at  one  of  the  junior  schools  at  which  the  precautionary  measures 
of  washing  hands  following  a  visit  to  the  toilets  was  stressed  upon  the 
children  with  excellent  results  in  combating  further  spreading  of  the 
condition. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  extent  to  which  all 
types  of  infection  occurred.  No  case  of  severe  food  poisoning  was 

reported.

The  deterioration  of  the  decoration  of  the  interior  wall  previously 
reported  was  remedied  by  the  termination  of  1956. 

A  weekly  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  following  a  School-child  Nurse’s 
session  each  Tuesday  afternoon. 

One  session  per  month  is  devoted  to  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
and  Whooping  Cough  and  is  undertaken  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

These  premises  now  also  afford  accommodation  for  Chiropody  treatment 
of  elderly  persons  weekly.  This  service  whioh  was  inaugurated  during  the 
year  by  the  Mottram  Welfare  of  the  A*ged  Committee  has  proved  to  be  a  boon  to  those 
aged  persons  who  otherwise  previously  have  had  difficulty  in  walking  any  distance 
from  their  homes.  The  cost  of  treatment  is  borne  by  the  patients,  but  is  at

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING-  IN  THE  HOME. 

One  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurse  attended  84  patients  in  Mottram  and 
Broadbottom  upon  2709  occasions. 

Tho  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whoso  duties  also 
include  casos  resident  in  Tintwistle  -  108  patients  having  boon  visited  upon 
3292  occasions.  (  Separato  figures  for  Hollingworth  residents  aro  not 

readily  available)  . 

Duo  to  the  scattered  area  allocated  to  this  particular  nurse,  she  uses 
her  own  motor-car  for  which  she  is  reimbursed  on  a  mileage  basis  for  all 
official  journoys  connected  with  her  nursing  duties. 

Nursing  requisites  are  storod  at  private  addresses  in  Mottram  and 
Broadbottom  and  at  tho  M.  &  C.W.  Contro  at  Hollingworth.  The  requisites 

such  as  back-rests,  bod-pans  etc.  are  available  on  loan  from  the  stores  by 
application  to  either  of  those  nurses. 


MIDWIFERY. 

Midwives  attendod  the  14  casos  in  which  tho  births  took  placo  in  tho 
homos  of  tho  patients.  The  trend  for  childbirth  to  take  placo  In

maternity  institutions  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  40  of  the  notified 
births  took  place  in  Hospitals  or  Maternity  Homes  in  Hyde  and  Glossop, 


Facilities  are  available  at  the  Hollingworth  M.  &  C.W. 
Centre  for  the  Midwife  to  carry  out  examinations  of  her  patients  prior  to 
conf  inement . 


The  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  on  31/10/1354  of 
Mrs. Hall,  domiciliary  midwife  in  the  district. was  filled  on  the  bth  Julv 

1956.  0 


The  County  Council  obtained  the  tenancy  of  No. 6, Claylands 
Close  which  is  occupied  by  the  new  midwife  as  furnished  accommodation. 


Negotiations  wore  commenced  during  the  year  for  the  erection 
of  a  garage  on  privately  owned  land  adjacent  to  this  house  and  now 

accommodates  the  motor-car  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the  midoife*3 
journeys  on  duty. 


0ne  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young 
children,  expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  the 
homes  and  attending  at  the  Clinics.  Visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for 
Care  .and  After-Care  purposes,  and  to  any  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need 
of  attention,  also  form  part  of  her  duties.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Springs  at  Arnfield,  Tintwistle,  supplemented  in  dry  weather  by  water  from 
Arnfield  Brook,  serve  the  District  by  gravitation.  The  water  is  untreated 
and  samples  taken  have  been  satisfactory. 

Only  91  of  the  District  is  not  on  main  supply  and  6  properties  are 
served  by  a  common  standpipe.  , 

Ten  properties  were  connected  to  the  mains. 

A  scheme  to  improve  the  supply  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  some  years 
ago  and  during  the  year  under  review  approval  was  obtained  co  carry  out 
the  work.  However,  before  the  work  could  be  started,  the  Council  resolved 
to  turn  over  the  entire  undertaking  to  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks. 
This  took  place  in  the  following  year  ( i  957)  ending  the  control  which  the 
Council  and  its  predecessors  had  held  for  69  years.

SCAVENGING. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  has  a  weekly  collection  of  household 
rubbish  and  pail  closet  contents  but  with  the  limitations  of  present  staff 
and  equipment  some  houses  have  domestic  refuse  removed  once  per  fortnight. 

Labour  and  transport  for  this  service  are  supplied  by  the  Surveyor.  A 
group  of  isolated  houses  at  The  Hague  are  (dealt  with  by  a  local  farmer 
because  of  difficult  access. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  landfill  off  Broadbottom  Road,  Mottram,  the 
site  being  regularly  inspected  for  rats  and  dusted  with  insecticide  in 
the  summer  months.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  tip  set  on  fire  and 
after  only  partial  effective  action  by  the  Cheshire  County  Fire  Service 
the  dangerqus  section  was  isolated  by  using  a  drag-line  excavator.  This 
regrettable  incident  has  seriously  hindered  the  subsequent  management  of 
the  tip. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  containers  on  receipt  of  orders  from 
owners  of  property  to  whom  accounts  are  then  charged.  22f  pails  and 
57  dustbins  have  been  delivered  in  the  year. 

SEWERAGE. 

Only  5 of  the  District  is  connected  to  the  Council's  sewerage  system 
which  has  outfall  works  at  Broadbottom  and  Hollingworth. 

A  scheme,  being  a  revival  of  plans  considered  some  20  years  ago,  has 
been  prepared  to  cover  the  rest  of  the  District  and  en  large  the 
existing  works.  This  scheme  has  been  approved  in  principal  but  still 
awaits  financial  sanction. 

Where  sanitary  conveniences  are  converted  voluntarily  to  fresh  water 
carriage  system,  the  Council  make  a  grant  of  up  to  £8.  per  conversion 
and  4  such  grants  have  been  made.  9  Compulsory  conversions  and  13  other 
fresh  water  closets  were  connected  to  the  sewers  as  were  6  new  houses. 

RODINT  CONTROL. 

583  visits  have  been  made  to  306  properties  and  L5  infestations  were 
found  and  dealt  with. 

The  annual  test  of  10^  of  the  manholes  was  carried  out  and  infestations 
in  Hollingworth  and  Broadbottom  sewers  were  discovered  and  treated, 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

/ 

Fat  extraction  apd  associated  activities  are  carried  out  at  Hyde  Brook 
Works.  There  is  regular  control  and  supervision  but  complaints  are 
received  from  time  to  time  of  offensive  smells  from  the  works  which  are 
adjacent  to  two  roads  and  a  number  of  houses.  In  order  to  re'uce  pollution 
to  the  Hyde  Brook  the  residual  liquid  from  one  process  is  taken  to  the 
Hollingworth  Outfall  Works  for  disposal. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION. 


Supplies  of  free  disinfectant  are  available  in  each  village.  There  have 
been  11  inspections  and  visits,  due  to  illness  and  infestation  other 
than  rodents.

PREMISES  -  INSPECTIONS. 


There  have  been  4-0  inspections  of  premises  registered  under  Sec.l6  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulation^  and  125  to 
other  food  premises.
